The measure provides as follows: 
That if any person or persons shall 


buy up. collect or get together a large 
amount of treasury notes, treasury 
certificates, national greenbacks, cur- 
rency, commonly denominated green- 
backs, or other paper issued under acts 
of congress, for the purpose of drawing 
gold out of the treasury of the United 
States, or for the purpose of defeating 
the circulation of said treasury notes, 
greenbacks or other currency or paper 
money of the United States, or. for the 
purpose of driving any or all of said 
treasury notes, greenbacks or other 
paper money or currency of the United 
States out of circulation, such person 
or persons shall be deemed guilty of 
felony, and shall, on conviction there- 
of, be imprisoned not less than 10 years, 
and in addition to such imprisonment 
may be fined in any sum, not less than 
81,000; and upon conviction of a sec- 
ond or subsequent offense hereinbefore 
denned the party so convicted shall be 
adjudged guilty of" treason and shall 
be punished by death.
